Qian Jingtang hailed from Xiashi, Zhejiang Province, and earned 
distinction as a celebrated connoisseur and collector of Chinese 
painting and calligraphy. His father Qian Hongyu (1865-1917) was 

a landscapist while his grandfather Qian Liqun (19th century) was a 
collector. Qian Jingtang donated over 1,600 paintings and more than 
300 pieces of calligraphy to the Shanghai Museum during 1958-1959.

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This magnificent album of 26 leaves showcases Qi Baishi's ability 
to paint in a broad range of subject matter, including flowers, 
fruits, figures and landscapes, his free brushwork contrasting with 
meticulously rendered insects, a hallmark of the artist's style. The 
dedication indicates Qi Baishi painted this tour-de-force for the 
Japanese painter Watanabe Shimpo (1867-1938), who organized 
two exhibitions of Chinese paintings in Tokyo in 1921 and 1922. 


The second exhibition played a crucial role in Qi Baishi's success as 


an artist, exposing his work to a new, appreciative audience, when 


success in Beijing was elusive. As a fellow artist interested in Chinese 
painting techniques, Watanabe would have welcomed the overview of 


the artist's style as presented in the album. 


Although undated, Qi Baishi likely created this album between 1922- 


-the year of the second Tokyo exhibition--and 1931, when Japan 
attacked Shenyang in September of that year. After the attack and 


eventual invasion of Manchuria, the spirit of cultural exchange between 


Japan and China suffered gravely, and Qi Baishi refused to engage 
with Japanese collectors who knocked on the door of his Beijing 
studio seeking the artist's work.

As a genre of Chinese painting, depictions of itinerant merchants and 
children can be traced to the Song Dynasty court artists Su Hanchen 
(active 1120's-1160's) and Li Song (active 1190-1265). These images 
of well-laden salesman and joyous children were intended to reflect 

a prosperous and peaceful society. The subject was revived by court 
painters Like Lv Wenying (1421-1505) during the Ming Dynasty as a 
deliberate reference to Song themes. In this 20th century rendition, 
Pu Ru continues to explore the genre, playfully depicting the merchant 
surrounded with his heavy, tiered baskets that display his many small 
treasures for sale. With intricate detail, Pu Ru continues the tradition, 
however he forgoes the garden setting, choosing to place the figures 
in space.

The recipient of the present lot, Lao She, occupies a prominent place 
in the annals of 20th-century Chinese literature as a renowned novelist. 
His sphere of influence extends beyond his literary achievements to 
encompass his role as a collector of significant Chinese painting and 
calligraphy spanning across works by Qing dynasty artists and Lao 
She's contemporaries. A portion of Lao She and his wife Hu Jieging's 
collection found a new home at the National Art Museum of China in 
2015, and 16 selective works from the collection, half of which were 
paintings by Qi Baishi, were auctioned at China Guardian Beijing on 10 
May 2013.

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Lao She's approach to collecting emphasized on contemporary 
paintings that were more accessible to his means, as echoed in his 
writing: “| am drawn to works by my contemporaries for their vibrant 
hues, which soothe my soul and delight my senses. Furthermore, the 
need for secure storage does not weigh on my mind." Among the 
artists of his era, Qi Baishi stood out as the master Lao She held in the 
highest regard. Lao She acquired his first Qi Baishi painting in 1933, 
facilitated by their mutual friend, the writer Xu Dishan (1894-1941). 


In 1940s, the seeds of a profound connection between Lao She and 
Qi Baishi began to sprout when Hu Jieging undertook the task of 
tutoring the artist's sons for their university entrance exams in Beijing. 
In 1950s, Hu Jieging became Qi Baishi's student and acquired a 
number of paintings dedicated to her from the master. The relationship 
between Lao She and Qi Baishi culminated in this period, as attested 
by the inception of two sets of four hanging scrolls commissioned by 
Lao She in 1951, currently in the collection of the National Art Museum 
of China. In a unique artistic partnership, Lao She selected eight poetry 
lines and provided conceptual ideas, which were then masterfully 
brought to life by the deft strokes of Qi Baishi's brush. 


The inscription on the present lot reveals that Lao She once visited 
the artist's studio and expressed his admiration for this specific 
painting upon setting eyes on it. In a heartfelt gesture, the artwork was 
subsequently bestowed upon Lao She as a cherished gift. This more 
likely happened during the late 1940s-1950s when their friendship 
blossomed into a close bond. Following the 1940s, Qi Baishi shifted 
his focus towards subjects that were better received, particularly 

the flower-and-bird, animals, and quotidian objects, as opposed to 
landscapes. However, he would occasionally return to landscape 
painting, and there are indeed landscapes dated even the 1950s 
documented in reliable publications. 


A close comparable to the subject painting is Autumn Landscape with 
Cormorants published in Jung Ying Tsao, The Paintings of Xugu and 
Qi Baishi, pl. 25, pp. 330-334. (Fig. 1) Apart from the similar motifs 
Such as a flock of cormorants and groves of autumnal trees, the 
placement of inscription aligns between the two works. Both paintings 
lack a date and are impressed with the Qi da seal. The inscription of 
the painting in Tsao's catalog unveils the reason behind the artist's shift 
in focus: "Old man Baishi is not only adept at painting fish, shrimps, 
chicks and crabs. | paint these subjects based on the requests of 
clients." In light of this, it is plausible that this painting was executed 
after the artist's domestic market had matured, likely post the 1940s. 
If this assumption holds true, akin to the landscape depicted in Tsao's 
catalog, the present lot could indeed represent a rare example of a 
landscape created during the artist's later years. 


As evidenced by the collector's seals on the present lot, the painting 
found its way into the collections of Qian Jingtang and Yu Fengsheng 
later on. For more on Qian Jingtang, see the footnote of lot 300. Yu 
Fengsheng, a student of Li Kuchan (1899-1983), was a collector of 
modern Chinese painting. Part of his collection "Chenggui Tang" was 
auctioned at Poly, Beijing, on 2 June 2013.

The present lot stands as an epitome demonstrating Pu Ru’s 
prodigious mastery of brushwork and his unwavering foundation in 
calligraphy training. The monochrome landscape showcases an array 
of meticulously arranged brush strokes, like the sharp “nail-head” 
strokes for rendering mountains and rocks, juxtaposed with the flowing 
cursive-script strokes utilized to depict the undulating waves of the 
stream. Regarding the relationship between the brush and ink (bi mo), 
Pu Ru held a preference for the lucid presentation of brushwork (yong 
bi) over the dominance of ink washes (yong mo).' 
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Pu Ru embarked on his journey of self-taught Chinese painting 
subsequent to his seclusion in 1912 in the Jietai Temple at Mount 
Ma'an (also known as West Mountain) to the west of Beijing, a 

move coinciding with the aftermath of the 1911 Revolution. He once 
revealed that his fervor for painting was ignited by his engagement with 
pianwen, a type of highly stylized prose featuring textual parallelism. 
Viewing a work by Pu Ru is akin to reading píanwen; it requires you to 
slow down to apprehend the resplendent nuances created by various 
brushwork techniques. 


The Toushi Zhai Collection showcases artworks crafted by prominent 
artists from both the Shanghai School and the Beijing-Tianjin School, 
spanning the late 19th to early 20th century. In 2005, Sungari Beijing 
hosted an auction featuring 140 selective pieces from this collection. 
Among the top lots were paintings by Lu Yifei (1908-1997), Xu Cao 
(1899-1961) and Chen Zhifo (1896-1962).

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The present lot was formerly part of the Xiangxue Zhuang (Manor of 
Fragrant Snow) Collection belonged to the Singapore-based collector 
Dr. Tan Tsze Chor. Dr. Tan was a Cantonese descendant born in 
Singapore. He received education in China during 1913-1924 and 
started his business in Singapore selling local produce such as pepper 
and rubber in 1930s. With his business expanding to America and 
Europe, he became known as the “Pepper King.” During his leisure 
time, Dr. Tan indulged his passion for art by forming a collection and 
hosting gatherings for esteemed Chinese artists such as Zhang Dagian

The Xiangxue Zhuang Collection features an array of Chinese paintings 
dating from the 19th to the 20th century, along with early paintings, 
ceramics and seals. It stands as the pioneering and significant Chinese 
art collection assembled during 1930s-1990s in Southeast Asia, 
housing around 700 artworks at its zenith. Over 100 works from the 
collection found their home at the Asian Civilisations Museum and an 
exhibition dedicated to the collection, "Living with Ink: The Collection 

of Dr. Tan Tsze Chor" was showcased during 8 November 2019-22 
March 2020.

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The origin of this painting dates back to its creation as a commissioned 
piece for the inauguration of a hang selling ginseng and traditional 
Chinese medicine located in the "Nam Pak Hong" area (Bonhams 
Strand and Wing Lok Street) within Hong Kong's Sheung Wan district. 
Several months later after its completion, Pu Ru held an exhibition in 
Hong Kong and encountered his fellow painter Sun Xingge (1897 - 
1996). During their conversation, Pu Ru conveyed that he rarely 
executes large-scale paintings and had been pondering about the 
whereabouts of this particular piece, which he considered as one of 
his most cherished works. This led Sun Xingge to venture to Sheung 
Wan and found the painting displayed in a hang on Wing Lok Street. In 
1992, due to the owner's departure from Hong Kong, this masterpiece 
was relocated overseas. 


Sun Xingge was a painter hailing from Jieyang, Guangdong Province. 
He was steeped in a penchant for art nurtured by his father Sun 
Shumei, an expert of medicine fond of collecting painting and 
calligraphy. Sun Xingge's artistic voyage began in Shanghai and was 
honored with Wu Changshuo (1844-1927) and Gao Jianfu (1879- 
1951) as the "Three Modern Masters of Painting" by Liangyou Huabao 
(The Young Companion). He held a solo exhibition at Sun Yat-Sen 
Library of Guangdong Province in 1948 and moved to Hong Kong 

in 1949. During 1955-1956, he sojourned in Southeast Asia and 
hosted exhibitions in Singapore and Malaysia. In 1960s and 1970s, he 
continued holding exhibitions in Hong Kong.

The height of the handscroll has seemingly been tailored to fit snugly 
within one’s grasp. As its length unfolds, it unravels a mesmerizing 
journey through resplendent mountainscapes. The artist's inscription 
reveals the inspiration of the painting, descriptions of Mount Emei 
written by Cao Nengshi (Cao Xuequan, 1574-1646),' a dignified late- 
Ming official, scholar and bibliophile who committed suicide after the 
collapse of the Southern Ming dynasty (1645-1646). 


The portrayal of the majestic mountain visages is enriched with the 
masterful interplay of zhongfeng (centered-tip) strokes and washes 

of pale colors. The audacious composition and moist atmosphere 
within the handscroll's expanse evoke parallels not dissimilar to the 
awe-inspiring masterpiece Sou Jin Qifeng Da Caogao by Shitao (1642- 
1707), in the collection of the Palace Museum, Beijing, a predecessor 
Zhang Dagian studied rigorously in his formative years. The present lot 
was executed in February 1940, a vibrant encapsulation of the artist's 
initial trip to Mount Emei in June 1939 with Huang Junbi (1898-1991) 
and the artist's son Zhang Xinzhi (b. 1927). Mount Emei, a monumental 
mountain in the artist's native Sichuan, became an enduring subject 
that he reverently revisited in his later works.

In the years leading up to this painting's creation, Zhang Dagian spent 
two and a half years in Dunhuang (1941-1943) dedicated to studying 
early Buddhist figural painting. Thereafter, in 1945, the artist lodged 

at the Zhaojue Buddhist Temple in Chengdu and took advantage 

of the spacious main hall to create massive compositions of lotus 
ponds, which in retrospect stand among the major works in the aritst’s 
oeuvre. With the end of World War Il in August of that year, he began 
to travel again with regularity, and in 1946, the year of this painting, 
Zhang Dagian was holding exhibitions of his own paintings in Xi'an and 
Shanghai, as well as participating in exhibitions in Paris, London and 
Prague. 


Although absent the complexity of the monumental lotus compositions 
the artist began to create in Chengdu the year before, this painting's 
strength is manifest in the simplicity of the elements. A single lotus 
flower, beginning to open with the first few petals, is poised atop a tall 
stalk, running parallel with a second stalk that supports one downcast 
leaf. The broad blue brush strokes that form the leaf contrast sharply 
with the sharp ink lines that indicate the old stems. 


The painting bears a dedication to “Bocheng”. Although the identity 
of Bocheng has not been conclusively confirmed, it is likely that this 
painting was created to fulfill a social obligation, and in 1948, Zhang 
Daqian’s work was in great demand, especially gifts requested by 
those within his network. The collector's seal on this scroll belongs 
to Huang Wengen, a well-known Republic period Chinese painting 
collector and a native of Qingyuan, Guangdong.

This painting depicts the Dahuo Spring, a scenic site in Xingtai County, 
Hebei Province, where Wu Guanzhong was posted in 1972, when 
teaching an oil painting class to members of the People’s Liberation 
Army. Throughout his long career, Wu Guanzhong would explore 

the area where he was located, to create visual records of the local 
scenery and well-known vistas. Since the Ming dynasty, the Dahuo 
Spring was codified as one of the Eight Scenic Views of Xingtai, and 
known for its clear water that bubbled up from the ground. An oil on 
Canvas rendition of the Dahuo Spring by Wu Guanzhong and dated 
1972 (sold at Sotheby’s Hong Kong, 7 October 2022, lot 1072) 
provides the prototype for the present painting, as this composition 
was one that the artist would return to several times in his later years, 
replicating flowing waters, tall birch trees, and swimming ducks.

Yun Shouping was the third son of the promising scholar Yong 


Richu (1601-1678), born in the capital during the final years of the 
Ming Dynasty. After Beijing's fall to the Manchu armies in 1644, Yun 
Shouping fled with his father and two brothers from their wartime 
refuge in the Tiantai Mountains to Fujian in a desperate attempt to 
restore the Ming. However, by 1648 his one brother was killed, the 
other was missing, and Yun Shouping was captured and imprisoned 
as a Ming loyalist. Although only 15 years old, he was artistically 
gifted and his ability to paint caught the eye of the wife of the Manchu 
general Chen Jin (d.1652), who lacking a son, would adopt the young 
prisoner as their own. After Chen Jin's death, Yun Shouping would 
reunite with his birth father, and soon thereafter he began his career as 
a professional painter.

Yun Shouping and fellow artist Wang Hui (1632-1717) were lifelong 
friends, and for perpetuity they are linked as two of the Six Orthodox 
Masters of the Early Qing. Numerous collaborative works by the two 
artists testify to their close relationship, and although an anecdote 
recounts that Yun Shouping deferred to Wang Hui and eschewed 
landscape painting in favor of floral compositions, Yun Shouping 
painted landscapes throughout his career. In this album, eight of the 
twelve fans are landscape scenes, and they demonstrate his approach 
and reliance on old masters such as Huang Gongwang (1269-1354), 
Ma Hezhi (Active 1130-1170) and Dong Yuan (Active 930's -960’s) for 
stylistic inspiration. 


The twelve leaves that form this album were not created at the same 
time, as those dated by the artist span more than twenty years. It is 
likely the individual leaves were brought together under the auspices 
of the Qing Imperial Collection in the century that followed the artist's 
death in 1690. Although dated variously, the group of fans are unified 
by the aesthetics of the shared medium of gold treated paper. Utilized 
infrequently by Yun Shouping, fan paintings and calligraphy on gold 
paper were prevalent during the Ming period, to the extent that Ming 
fans were referred to as “Ming Jin” (H] 4).

In this composition, the immortal Lu Dongbin arrives at the Yueyang 
Pavilion (Yueyang lou), transported by a cloud. Originally constructed 
during the Tang Dynasty, Kaiyuan Reign (713-741), the sprawling 
complex overlooked Lake Dongting in Hunan. Lu Dongbin is closely 
associated with the Yueyang Pavilion, and it was believed he visited 
on multiple occasions to drink wine. Here, the Yueyang Pavilion is 
represented as a magnificent structure, its many rooms filled with 
estive guests, and the revelers that spill out onto the terraces look up 
in awe at the arriving Lu Dongbin on the approaching cloud. 


n the late 15th century, when this was painted, visual renditions of the 
immortal Lu Dongbin were widespread. The story of his conversion 

to immortality was retold in the form of a popular play by Ma Zhiyuan 
1260-1325), and images of the immortal were subject matter in 
painting and other decorative arts, such as porcelain. Another 
depiction of Lu Dongbin approaching the Yueyang Pavilion on a cloud 
is the subject of a fan painting in the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
dated 1377. 


n the present lot, Liu Chunsun, a Ming court painter, creates a 
spectacular scene, worthy of the otherworldly event that is witnessed 
by visitors to the pavilion. Blue/green mountains soar above the 
meticulously painted structure, and gold-colored brushstrokes 

endow the landscape with an additional quality of enchantment. The

For the past 55 years, this painting has been in a private Connecticut 
collection, however the painting’s history in the United States can be 
traced back a century, and the seals of Chinese collectors bringing it 
back to the 17th century. Prior to the current collection, the painting 
belonged to Theodore Francis Green, the former Governor of Rhode 
Island (1933-1937) and United States Senator (1937-1961). In addition 
to being a successful politician who served until he has 92 years old, 
Green was well known as an avid collector of Chinese paintings, and 
his estate was disbursed in a series of sales in 1967-1968. Green 
acquired the painting in 1929 from Long Sang Ti Chinese Curios Co 
Ltd. Long Sang Ti was among several dealers in Chinese art in New 
York City in the early 20th century, their gallery located on Fifth Avenue 
from 1902. 


Tang Yin had two approaches in his figure painting, one used broad 
brushwork, inspired by Wu Wei (1459-1509) and Zhou Chen (ca. 
1460-ca 1535-36), and the other, as exemplified by this scroll, relied 
on fine outlines and was drawn from the techniques of Southern 

Song dynasty artists. The sensitivity and finesse used to describe the 
sitter's face compliments the paintings placid tone, and the pair of red- 
crowned cranes endows the painting with an auspicious note.

The title of this painting is derived from the four 
figures huddled together in sleep at the top of a 
mountain. Consisting of the reclusive Chan Buddhist 
monk and poet Hanshan, his companion Shide, 

and the Monk Fenggan, with the fourth sleeper 
being Fenggan's pet tiger. Perhaps figures of 
legena, the four were Tang dynasty individuals who 
were symbolically joined in the Song dynasty, as 
anecdotes of their adventures spread. 


The figure in the foreground may refer to Lu Jiuyin, 
who first heard tales of Hanshan and Shide from 
Monk Fenggan. Intrigued, Lu Jiuyin sought out the 
elusive figures, but was unsuccessful in making 
contact. However, Lu Jiuyin was able to gather the 
poems that Hanshan composed, and he compiled 
them in Hanshan Shi, together with a biography 

of the poet. For centuries, Lu Jiuyin's account 
served as the sole record of the monk poet and his 
idiosyncratic behavior. 


The artist Ding Yuangong himself would follow in 
the monastic path after the fall of the Ming dynasty, 
taking the monk's name Jingyi. As with many 
“leftover subjects” (yimin) of the previous dynasty, 
the cloistered walls of the Buddhist monastery 
provided refuge, and loss of family name provided 
an additional layer of anonymity. This composition 
was painted in 1645, one year after the demise of 
the Ming Dynasty.

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The creation of maps in Chinese visual culture is rooted in the 
legendary nine bronze vessels (Ju##) of the Xia dynasty (2100-1600 
BCE), which featured topographical descriptions of the mountains and 
rivers of the nine geographical regions unified under the Xia.

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Much of what we know of the life of Chen Zhuan is derived from his 
contemporary biography written by Hang Shijun. In addition, the 
publication of several of Chen Zhuan's poetry compilations testify 

to the artist's literary credentials. Strongly associated with both 
Hangzhou and Yangzhou, Chen Zhuan is at times listed among the 
Eight Eccentrics of Yangzhou. His affiliation with this network of artists 
is not only due to the aesthetic similarities of his free, spontaneous 
brushwork, but also through their shared interests. Chen Zhuan is 
recorded as having introduced Hua Yan (1682-1756) to the paintings 
of Shi Tao (1642-ca.1707), a major source of inspiration for Yangzhou 
painters. 


His reputation as a talent was such that he was recruited to participate 
in the prestigious Boxue Hongci (breadth in learning and vastness in 
letters) special Imperial Exam of 1736. However, he declined this honor 
along with the younger painters Ding Jing (1695-1765) and Jin Nong 
(1687-1763). This act was an intentional snub to the Qing government 
and disqualified all three from future official positions. 


The two collectors seal on this painting belong to Xie Bin (1814- 
1877) a Daoguang era Jinshi scholar and devoted calligrapher, and 
Li Yinggeng, a Guangxu period Jinshi scholar and a known painting 
collector. Both seals demonstrate Chen Zhuan's legacy into the late 
Qing.

The subject of this portrait is the calligrapher, seal carver, and painter 
Xi Gang.

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Zha Riqian was raised by his mother and sister in his early years and 
grew up in the Jiangnan region. As he matured, he was relocated 

to Tianjin and achieved prosperity through salt trading. In 1723, Zha 
Riqian had his opulent estate Shuixi Zhuang (Manor at the West of the 
River) constructed along the south bank of the Grand Cannal. It was 
revered as one of the three most esteemed private gardens by Yuan 
Mei (1716-1798) in his publication Suiyuan Shihua (Suiyuan’s Notes on 
Poetry), and its grandeur was captured in two extant paintings in the 
collection of Tianjin Museum, Qiuzhuang Yeyu Dushu Tu (Reading in 

a Rainy Night at the Autumnal Manor) by Zhu Min, and Shuixi Zhuang 
Xiuxi Tu (Gathering at the Manor at the West of the River) by Tian 
Xuefeng. 


Zha Li, the third son of Zha Rigian, passed the imperial examination 

in 1716. He received appointments to various positions across 
different regions including Shanxi, Guangxi, Sichuan and Hunan within 
his officialdom. Following the passing of Zha Rigian, Zha Li and his 
brothers inherited the Shuixi Manor. Emperor Qianlong graced the Zha 
family's estate on four occasions, in 1748, 1771, 1773 and 1776, and 
bestowing upon it the name Jie Yuan (Garden of Violet Cress). The 
present edict was announced nine years subsequent to the Emperor's 
initial visit.

This view of the Shanghai Bund was created in the mode of, and 
undoubtedly after, the works of Chow Qua, but by an unknown artist 
with a distinctive style, the signature element of which appears to be a 
dark strip of water in the foreground. The dark element is an anomaly, 
although it appears in a series of paintings of the Bund in the 1850s. 
The depiction of the buildings lining the Bund is nearly identical to 

the works of Chow Qua and imply that this artist or studio used one 
of Chow Qua's paintings as a model. However, the representation 

of ships, both Chinese and Western, is less complicated and the 
individual vessels are more evenly spread out. The presence of a small 
steamer, which looks like a tugboat, is highly unusual and has not yet 
been found in any other painting.

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Fong Chung-Ray was born in Nanyang, Henan in 1933, but relocated 
to Taiwan as a teen in 1949. At the age of 23, he joined the Fifth 
Moon Group of artists, who sought to develop a modern style of 
Chinese painting that continued to resonate with the Chinese tradition. 
Members of the Fifth Moon Group were daringly experimental, and 
Fong Chung-Ray often eschewed the traditional brush in favor of 
bundled palm leaves. His compositions fully embrace abstraction and 
focus of the formal aspects of painting, in muted tones of blue, green, 
and brown.
